NB Town Council temporarily 
changes monthly meeting date

The New Brockton Town 
Council held a routine meeting 
Monday evening, Oct. 20. but 
voted to change the day in 
which jLwill hold meetings. each 
month for the remainder of the 
current term of office. 

With an unanimous vote, the 
council voted to temporarily 
change the monthly meetings 
from the first Monday of each 
month to the second Monday of 
each month. Also, the working 
group sessions will change to 
the fourth Monday of each 
month. 

New Brockton Mayor Charles 
Cole said this change only 
involves. the current term ol 
office 

Police Chief Boyd. Hartzog 
updated council members on 


some cost effective changes he 
has in mind for his department. 

Hartzog said he has discon- 
nected several “800” radio num- 
bers which should save the town 
a few hundred dollars, Also, he 
said by the first of November, 
the night shift will be dispatched 
by the Elba Police Department. 
With this change, the chief said 
he will be able to take some cel- 
lular telephones out of vehicles 
and save the town about $150 
per month. 

He discussed selling a bunch 
of old equipment including a 
Chevrolet patrol car and an old 
Dodge truck used by the street 
department through 
GoyDeals.com on the Internet. 

As for the patrol cars current- 
ly being used by the police 
department, Hartzog said these 
are in pretty good shape, and 
each is now on a regular mainte- 
nance schedule. 

Finally, Hartzog, said any 
overtime and/or purchase of 
equipment has to be approved in 
advance by him. He said any 
equipment ordered without his 
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abstained from the vote 

William Nunez requested the 
commission waive the rental fee 
for the use of the farm center 
concerning an event the Latinos

Nunez said the New Brockton 
Fire Department will receive 
approximately 70-80 percent of 
the proceeds from this event. 

“Every penny we can save 
will improve the check for them 
(fire department),” he said.

Moates said a proposal from 
the City of Elba indicates 40 
percent of the dispatching serv- 
ices are for the county which 
equates {to approximately 
$81,498 per year. In the city’s 
request, Moates said it is asking 
for $60,000 per year for the 
services ($5,000 per month)

[ Wild Hogs Can Be 
Hunted Year 
Round 


Wild logs, due to their rapidly expanding numbers, are becoming 
more popular with Alabama hunters. Wild hogs are not native to 
the Southeast, but they have been here so long many sportsmen 
regard them as a:native trophy game animal, Hogs were imported 
from Spain shortly after America was discovered. Cortez, DeSoto 
and other explorers brought domestic pigs with them to eat and to 
release so they could propagate and be a meat source for future 
expeditions. 

During the early 1900's wealthy landowners imported European 
wild hogs to stock a large fenced hunting preserve. It is not exact- 
ly clear what happened, but most of these hogs escaped from the 
preserve and interbred with the free ranging domestic hogs of the 
Smoky Mountain area. Descendants of these wild porkers still roam 
the mountains today. 

Alabama’s wild hog population is made up feral hogs that were 
released or escaped generations ago. Wild hogs compete directly 
with deer and turkey for the acorn crop in the hardwood bottoms 
near tributaries that are the hog’s main expansion routes. While they 
are prized by some sportsmen for trophy mounts and meat, they are 
considered a problem by most landowners and game managers. 

Hog hunters in Alabama have some of the most liberal hunting 
regulations of any state in the country. Wild hogs can be hunted 
year round. One needs only a hunting license and permission to 
hunt. Since hogs are considered a game animal they must be hunt- 
ed during daylight hours and it is illegal to hunt them over bait. An 
exception to the bait prohibition regulation is if a landowner or his 
designee has a depredation permit. These permits are issued by the 
local conservation officer and allow hogs to be hunted over bait and 
taken at night with a spotlight. 

Wild hogs are not notorious for attacking people, They will usu- 
ally run at the sight or scent of a human but a sow with pigs is an 
exception, Sows will fiercely defend their young. 

Deer hunters shoot many hogs during bow or the regular gun sea- 
son. The average deer rifle is adequate for most wild hog hunting, 
Small to medium size calibers such as the .243 will work on small- 
er hogs but can prove inadequate if, you run into a riled up 300 
pound boar. Extreme caution must be used when approaching a 
downed hog, as a wounded tusker can make you climb a tree in a 
hurry. 

Landowners, even those who normally do not allow hunting, will 
often permit hunters to shoot wild hogs on their land. Not only do 
hogs destroy crops, their “wallows” can be deep enough to make the 
use of some farm machinery dangerous. Hunters savvy in public 
relations can use the wild hogs bad reputation to their advantage in 
getting permission to hunt. Hog hunting allows one to hunt year 
round and put some mighty good meat in the freezer,

Commission accepts proposal for Enterprise Police 
Department to handle sheriff's department dispatching

The Coffee County 
Commission resolved the issue 
concerning dispatching services 
for the sheriff's department 
Monday, Nov. 10, during its reg- 
ular bimonthly meeting. 

Commissioner Jim Thompson 
brought the matter before the 
commission saying Sheriff Ben 
Moates had looked at additional 
options for dispatching other 
than services currently being 
provided by the Elba Police 
Department. 

During the previous commis- 
sion meeting, Moates presented 
a request from the City of Elba 
asking the county to begin pay- 
ing $60,000 per year or $5,000 
per month for the dispatching 
services, 

The city had been providing 
this service to the county for 
more than two years without 
compensation, and officials said 
the Elba department could no 
longer continue in that manner. 

According to city officials, 
the dispatching services for the 
county consume approximately 
40 percent of the dispatch work- 
load for that department. The 
proposal was quoted as a means 
to compensate the city for these 
services, 

Monday morning, Thompson 
again mentioned the Elba quote 
at $60,000 per year to be paid in 
monthly installments of $5,000. 
He said the sheriff also provided 


a quote that it would to take at 
least $90,000 per year for the 
county to handle its own dis- 
patching. Finally, Thompson 
said the sheriff met with. city 
officials from Enterprise, and 
they also provided a quote. 

He said this quote indicated 
the Enterprise Police 
Department could provide dis- 
patching services to the county 
at $30,000 per year to be paid in 
monthly installments of $2,500. 

“Il personally think this is 
something we need to do,” 
Thompson said. 

He offered a motion to accept 
the quote from the City of 
Enterprise to allow the 
Enterprise Police Department to 
begin handling the dispatching 
services for the county at 
$30,000 per year. Commissioner 
Tom Grimsley provided a sec- 
ond to the motion, and it passed 
by a unanimous vote (commis- 
sioners Robert Stephens and 
Linda Westbrook were not pres- 
ent). 

Before moving on, 
Conimissioner Doug Dalrymple 
stressed this change does not in 
any way affect the current E-911 
service. He said this is a com- 
pletely different service, and the 
E-911 service will remain work- 
ing exactly as it has been. 

Revenue commissioner 
Ronnie Burns addressed the 
commission to ask for the cre- 
ation of an office manager's 
position at the Enterprise office. 


Burns said he had previously 
sent a couple of letters making 
this request, but the commission 
had not addressed it. 

He expressed his concern for 
not being allowed to meet face 
to face with commissioners dur- 
ing the budget process and said 
he believes elected officials 
should be able to meet with the 
commission to discuss the budg- 
el. 

Burns added that the probate 
office already has this type posi- 
tion in both Elba and Enterprise; 
therefore, he again asked» the 
commission to create an office 
manager’s position at his 
Enterprise office. 

Commissioner Bernest 
Brooks offered a motion to cre- 
ate the position with a second 
from Commissioner Jessie 
Lewis. 

If approved, Burns said the 
position will be filled by pro- 
moting an employee already 
working in the office, therefore, 
he also asked for a pay raise for 
this employee. 

County administrator Wilson 
Mobley pointed out that the 
raise asked for by Burns would 
exceed the county's current pol- 
icy for employee raises, 

Commissioner Thompson 
offered an amended motion with 
a second from Commissioner 
Grimsley to give the employee a 
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charge to the person trying to 
colleet child support,” MeAliley 
explained. “Also, since the dis- 
trict attorney's office is a state 
agéncy, no court costs are 
charged if the lawyers in my 
office prepare and file the action, 

He said a person who fails to 
pay for the support of their chil- 


dren can be sued civilly (seek 
ing a court order determining 
how much the parent is to pay 
each month) or can be sued 
criminally 

If criminally convicted, he said 
a parent can be sentenced to 
serve up to one year in the coun- 
ty jail or placed in a county work 


release program where they live 
in jail at night and work wt then 
regular job during the day until 
they catch up in child support 
arrearages

Elba City Council passes ordinances for fire department

The Elba City Council passed 
two ordinances Monday 
evening, both dealing with the 
fire department. The first is 
designed to set health standards 
for volunteer fire fighters. The 
second established a $500 
charge when the fire department 
responds to a call to save or pro- 
tect property. Both ordinances 
passed on a vote of five for and 
one abstaining. Council member 
David Banstra, who serves on 
the fire department, abstained to 
prevent the appearance of a con- 
flict of interest. 

City officials explained that 


most fire insurance policies 
cover this charge already, and 
the city is just trying to cover 
rising costs of operation without 
increasing taxes. Mayor James 
Grimes said he doesn’t expect to 
see anyone who has lost his or 
her home hounded for money, 
nor hauled into court as a result 
of this new ordinance. It is just 
an effort to recover what fire 
insurance companies are already 
charging most Alabama policy- 
holders,

During Coffee County BOE meeting 
Chairman and vice chairman elected for FY2004

The Coffee County Board of 
Education conducted a short 
annual meeting Thursday 
evening, Nov. 6, and began by 
electing a chairman and vice 
chairman for Fiscal Year 2004. 

Charles Walker and Danny 
Jernigan again accepted the posi- 
tions as the board quickly and 
clearly voted its opinion regard- 
ing the matter. 

Walker was first nominated to 
be chairman and received the 
nod by a unanimous vote (board 
member Rubin McKinnon was 
not present) followed by the

Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram asked board members to 
declare the sewage project at 
Ziop Chapel as a public works 
project and give her permission 
to proceed once the final plans 
are complete.
